1. Title 

Footrest Used Also As Container for Articles 

2. Scope of Utility-Model Claim 

(1 ) A footrest used also as a container for articles, characterized in that an empty space, 
which has an opening directed forward, is formed under a seated portion of a vehicle seat, and 
the box-shaped container for articles is constituted so as to freely go in and out with respect to 
the empty space, and that a lid of the container for articles is able to be upwardly swung, at a 
position of pulling out the container for articles, by using an end portion on a seat side as a 
supporting point, and be secured at positions of several levels of a swinging movement, 
whereby the lid can be used as the footrest. 

3 . Detailed Explanation of the Utility-Model 
[Operation] 

That is. a footrest used also as a container for articles, which has the above-mentioned 
structure of the present utility-model, is one which inserts/attaches the box-shaped container 
for articles into/to the empty space formed under the seat so as to freely go in and out, and at 
the position of puling out the container for articles, the lid of the container for articles is 
upwardly swung to be used as a footrest. At this time, the swing movement of the lid can be 
adjusted to several levels so as to be held at the most conformable angle. 

[Embodiment] 

A box -shaped container for articles 6, which freely goes in and out with respect to the empty 
space 5, is prepared, and a lid 7 is coupled to the container for articles 6 so as to be able to be 
swung and be secured at securing positions which are at several levels of a swinging 
movement. Its details will be explained by FIGs. 2 to 4. 

That is, in FIG. 2, through holes 8 arc provided on both sides of an upper-rear end portion of 
the container for articles 6. Adj ustment shafts 9 having hook-like lip portions which can be 
engaged with the through holes 8 are fixed to a rear end portion of the lid 7. Vertical, 
adjustment plates 13 arc attached on both sides of an upper-front end portion of the container 
for articles 6 and each have a plurality of securing grooves 12, and nail pieces 1 1 of a vertical- 
adjustment levers 10 pivoted on and suspended from both sides of a front end portion are 
intended to be secured by any of the securing grooves 12. In order to ensure its securing 
position, springs 14 (not shown) for securing the nail pieces 1 1 to the securing grooves 12 are 
wound around pivots within lower surfaces of the lid 7. Incidentally, the reference numeral 
"14" denotes a handle. 

That is, as shown in FIG. 3, in a state of mounting the container for articles 6, the rear end 
portion of the lid 7 is supported by the adjustment shafts 9, and the vertical-adjustment levers 
1 0 are swung against die springs in a direction of an arrow "F", and then the nail pieces 1 1 are 
caused to be secured in the securing grooves 12 at predetermined height. 
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This will be explained regarding FIG. 4. At a position where the container for articles 6 is 
pulled out from the empty space 5, die lid 7 is swung with respect to the container for articles 
6, and leg portions of a person which has sat on the seated portion 1 are put on the lid 7 whose 
tip side has been elevated appropriately as mentioned above, whereby the lid 7 is used as a 
footrest. Incidentally, as a matter of course, the container for articles 6 can be used for 
receiving small objects of personal belongings or other articles, and the lid 7 is appropriately 
opened to cause them to go in and out. 

[Effects of the Utility-Mode)] 

According to the above-mentioned structure of the utility-model, the box-shaped container for 
articles 6 is constituted by using the empty space 5 under the vehicle seat, and in a state of 
pulling out the container for articles 6, the tip side of the lid 7 of the container for articles 6 is 
elevated appropriately, whereby the lid 7 is used as a footrest. Therefore, a fatigue driver 
due to long run at a time for rest, and a seating person in a passenger seat can settle into a 
comfortable position, whereby the present utility-model is practically extremely effective one. 

4. Brief Explanation of Drawings 

FIG. 1 is a perspective view showing a state in which an empty space is formed under a 
vehicle seat; 

FIG. 2 is an exploded perspective view showing a containing for articles, which are to be 
received in the empty space, and its lid; 

FIG. 3 is an enlarged side view showing an example of a swinging way of the lid to be locked 
to the container for articles; and 

FIG 4 is a perspective view showing a state of using the lid as a footrest.
